In the early stages of the motion-picture industry, when 


use of (he device was confined to comparatively obscure places 
of recreation or instruction, (he hi^h and mighty of the earth 
feigned to look on the enterprise with more or less condescen- 
sion.

II is probable thai, 
filially,'Ihe idea advanced by Ihe Dix commission will he fa- 
vored, contemplating Ihe 'extension of the slips landward 
rather than the extension of the piers waterward. That will 
mean cutting deeply into the present waterfront, of course; 
it will mean a tremendous expenditure of money; bid it seems 
lo be the most rational way out of a dillicully that has become 
serious.
